TRULY AFFECTING DESTITUTION. | 


From a Correspondent. 


On Lake Michigan, just opposite Chicago, and | 
at the mouth of the St. Joseph River, stands the | 
village of St. Joseph. The Gazetteer says, that | 
five years ago there were 1200 or 1500 inhabit. | 
ants within its narrow bounds. It is an extraor- | 
dinary place. It has a good harbor—the best on 
that side of the Lake, and the U. S. government 
are improving it. Itis the outlet of a rich, a 
very rich valley, and will be a place of impor- | 
tance. 

It has now, five hotels, fifteen places for re- 
tailing ardent spirits, several ‘I’en Pin alleys, and 
Roulette and Billiard tables I know not how ma- | 
ny. Many persons roll ten-pins on Sundays as 
on other days, except that, for decency’s sake, 
they muffle their boards, and they are not be- 
hind the times in the usual forms of vice. Very 
few keep the Sabbath as holy time, but the most 
as a day of pastime and amusement or of their 
customary labor. 


They have no District school, and I could not | 


ascertain that there was any school except a se- 
lect one kept by a Mr. Hawley who, also, preach- 
es in the place once onthe Sabbath. There is 
no organized church, of any denomination in the 
place and no Meeting House. One poor little 
school house serves asa common place of wor- 
ship. Besides Mr. Hawley, a Methodist circuit 
minister preaches once on the Sabbath. 

There are ten or twelve Baptists there, and 
not more than that number of any denomina- 
tion. They all seem to think that no man careth 
for their souls and I fear they care too little for 
themselves. : 

While the population is constantly increasing, 
no good influences seem to spring up among 
them. These, if enjoyed at all, must come from 
other sources. I think an arrangement could be 
made by which a minister could be sustained to 
labor constantly in the place.

Poor Preaching. 
We have a great deal of good preaching, but | 
great complaints are made that we have a vast | 
If so, the fault is| 
often doubtless in the minister; but may it not 
sometimes be attributable to other causes. I 
have a few in my mind just now, and by your 
leave will state them. And, 

1. I should expect poor preaching when a min. 
ister has a poor library, and no money to make 
additions to his scanty stock of books. ‘The few 
volumes he possesses may be antiquated, or have 
been superseded by works of more recent date, 
to which he ought to have access. ‘The press 
is teeming with new publications, but alas! he 
cannot purchase them. No wonder his preach- 
ing is poor, for it exhibits no research—no vari- 
ety. 

2. I should look for poor preaching when a 
minister must employ much of his time in attend. 
ing to the temporal wants of his family, occupy- 
ing nearly all his attention, and distracting his 
mind with care and anxiety. He cannot afford 
to keep “hired help,” and it would be cruel to 
place allthe burden on a feeble wife. How can 
he study to advantage while screwing and econ- 
omizing to obtain a scanty subsistence ? 

3. How can we expect any thing but poor 
preaching when a minister is under the necessity 
of engaging in some secular employment to pro- 
cure temporal sustenance? For instance; to 
teach school a few months in winter, and to 
work on the farm in summer. Will he not be 
likely to get afew scraps from Clark, Benson, 
Watson, &c., and deliver them to his congrega- 
tion, instead of studying the word of God for 
himself. Is it not probable some of his hearers 
may say, “I have read that before,” and call it 
poor preaching. 

4. We have sometimes poor preaching, when 
the house in which worship is held is uncomfort. | 
able. To find the sanctuary out of repair, neg- | 
lected, dirty, and cold, is enough to impair, if 
not destroy, all hallowed, elevated, and cheer- 
ful feelings in the preacher’s mind. Is it not 
probable he will think the meeting-house a true 
type of the spiritual condition of his hearers ?— 
If his, preaching under such circumstances is not 
poor, it must be attributed to the influence from 
above. 

5. I often think we have poor preaching when 
the minister’s salary is not promptly paid up.— 
Should he get the whole as it becomes due, it is 
barely sufficient to procure the necessary articles 
of living, and keep him out of debt ; and may he 
not feel mortified when the Sabbath comes that 
he cannot pay his creditors, especially if they 
form a part of his audience. Many of our min- 
isters, I fear, are embarrassed on the Lord’s day 
from this source of neglect from the leaders and 
stewards, 

6. I always expect, poor preaching when the 
preacher spends the greater part of the week in 


visiting, and ipping, and readi spapers, 
instant of speadine. ob ast four sonay a day 


for his blessings. 


in close study—in fervent prayer—and in holy 


meditation on the word of God, in his closet.— 
Such a minister may think the people unkind 
because they do not listen with ‘eep attention to 
his harangues, and loose declamation, from Sab- 
bath to Sabbath. But let him apply himself to 
hard prayerful study, and the people will seldom 
say that they hear poor preaching from him. 

Now, ifour good people wish to hear good 
preaching, let them immediately remove the 
cause of it, so far as they are concerned, and let 
the preacher do his utmost as far he is concerned, 
and we shall have better preaching.

Do you ask, am I my brother’s keeper? Are 
you not?’ Were your son or daughter quietly re- 
posing at midnight in their sleeping chamber, en- 


veloped with the flames from which you had just 
escaped, would you not awake them? Would 
you not bend every nerve, and run every risk to 
pluck them as brands from the burning? But if 
there be any truth in the warnings of the Bible 
—any reality in the ruin of the soul, how does 
the real condition of your impenitent son, or 
daughter, or neighbor, less demand your earnest- 
ness and care? The truth is, Christians them- 
selves do not half believe the Bible representa- 
tions of the danger to which impenitent men are 
every hour exposed. ‘They could not otherwise 
keep silence, any more than Paul could, who 
ceased not for three years, night and day, to 
warn men with tears. Speak, then, Christian. 
Speak to that neighbor, that friend, that son or 
daughter. Persuade them by the terrors of the 
Lord to be reconciled. Speak to them of Jesus, 
who, though rich, for our sake became poor, that 
we through his poverty might be made rich. Tell 
him of his poverty and his tears; of his life and 
his death. Assure him it was all for our sake. 
Tell him of his pity, his power, his love, and re- 
peat his own gracious invitations to him till they 
melt on his ear, and sink into his heart. Speak 
to him of the grace of the Holy Spirit, who says, 
“Come and take of the water of life freely.” 
Tell him that with all the means of salvation 
which God has provided, and urges on his accep- 
tance, if he perish, he will be his own destroyer. 
He will die an eternal suicide. 

Without this proof of his fidelity to God, and 
the soul of his friend or neighbor, a son or daugh- 
ter, how can the Christian meet them at the 
judgment? How encounter their anguish and 
despair? Unless he do it, how can he then say 
to the Judge, I warned this my neighbor, my 
friend, but he would not hear. [I intreated my 
son or daughter to flee from the wrath to come. 
I invited them in the name of the only Redeem.

Be it understood—That for the present, this privilege 
is intended for this port of Havana only ; but to be exten.

his own house, having his children in subjection 
with all gravity ; forif a man know not how to 
rule his own house, how shall he take care of the 
church of God ; not a novice, lest being lifted up 
with pride, he fall into the condemnation of the 
devil.
